Says New Organization 
Will Be Formed in At- 
lanta in February. 


’ BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—(UP)-- 
Lefore the senate finishes discussing 
the controversy over the status of Sen- 
ator George W. Norris, of Nebraska, 
after the holiday recess, rumblings of 
republican party discord will be heard 
from another sector. 

Horace Mann, celebrated mystery 
man of the Hoover southern campaign 
in 1928, will assemble republicans from 
gouthern states in Atlanta in Feb- 
ruary to. formally launch an organiza- 
tion having as its object the selection 
of a solid block of southern delegates 
to the next republican convention. ° 

“They wont be for Mr. Hoover nor 
against him,” Mann explained today. 
“They will be for the south and 
against carpetbag rule there. They 
will go to the next republican conven- 
tion, caucus, decide upon their candi- 
date and vote as a unit.” 

Will Organize Here. | 

He said the group would control 232 
delegates from the south and West 
Virginia. That assumes his plans for 
electing his delegates will carry. Pre- 


liminary work, according to Mann, 
has been completed. Incorporation 
papers for the “Southern States Re- 
publican League” will be filed in At- 
lanta about the middle of January and 
a permanent organization will be set 
up there by the conference, Mann said. 
If this group should combine with 
the republican insurgents who are now 
manifesting strong anti-Hoover senti- 
ments, the next republican convention 
might witness the warmest political 
fight since 1912, politicians believe. 
Whether such a_ coalition will “be 
formed may depend upon a number of 
factors. mane ancients he felt there 
we itis of this. .

$100,000,000 Called Sum 
Necessary for Yearly 
Enforcement Task. 


en & WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—()— 


An“estimate that 50,000 prohibition 
poners now inhabit federal. and 
state jails and the contentions that 
federal court congestion “is due solely 
to national prohibition,” were made 
today by the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment. 

In a statistical attack upon the dry 
law, the association issued a pamphlet 
asserting it would cost $100,000,000 a 
year to enforce prohibition adequately, 
assuming that. jury trials could be 
abolished in such.cases. Otherwise, it 
contended the cost would rise to $350,- 
000,000, with an_additional $20,000,-

prabiews ™ the association said, ‘“‘agrte 
that the enormous profits from the 
illicit liquor trade are now used to fi- 
vance the underworld and to strength- 
en the grip of criminal gangs in com- 
munities throughout the country,” 

Citing a statement made last year 
by President Hoover that only a small 
part of the number of felonies ‘“can 
be attributed to the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” John C. Gebhart, the associa- 
tion’s research director, asserted this 
was “an example of misinformation,” 
since 88 per cent of the prohibition 
violators sé in federal courts 
are misde nts and not felons. 

“The effect of liquor law violations, 
both federal and state,” the associa- 
tion coneluded, “cannot be measured 
by the number sent to federal and 
state prisons and penitentiaries—only 
a small proportion of those convicted 
are given felony sentences. 

“Civil cases to which the United 
States is a party have increased 347 
per cent since 1920, but if we exclude 
prohibition actions the increase’is only 
117 per cent. 

“Federal courts and the personnel 
of the attorney general’s department 
have never been increased sufficiently 
to take care of the 70,000 prohibition 
cases which the courts must handle 
each year.” ‘ 

The pamphlet also contained figures 
designed to show that if there had 
been no prisoners for violations of the 
Volstead act there would have been no 
increase in the number of federal pris-

than is usual for November, the fed- 
eral reserve board reported today in 
its monthly review. of business and 
financial conditions. 

“Industrial production declined

said. “The output of iron and steel

“Factory employment and pay rolls 
showed decreases in November, reflect- 
ing in part changes of a seasonal char- 
acter. The number employed in the 
clothing and shoe industries decreased 
by more than the usual amount, while 
employment at silk mills showed an in- 
crease contrary to the ordinary sea- 
sonal amount. In the industries pro- 
ducing building materials, including 
lumber, cement and brick, declines in 
employment exceeded the usual sea- 
proportions. In the automo- 
bile industry employment declined fur- 
ther but by an amount considerably 


smaller than is usnal in November.” 


The board reperted that from the 
end of October to the middle of De- 
cember there were substantial de- 
creases in wholesale prices of commodi- 
ties including corn, hogs, pork, hides, 
tin and coffee.

Jacket Mentor To Ad- 
vance New Arguments, 
Cameron Says.

NEW, YORK, Dee. 24.—(UP)— 
Football's hardiest perennial may 
reach a final blooming here within 
the next few weeks. The point-ter- 
touchdown, long a source of discus- 
sion among coaches, the rule-making 
body and other experts of the game, 
is coming in for a fresh lot of dis- 
eussion and something really may be 
done about it this time. 

The first blasts at this scoring item 
will be fired Monday when the foot- 
ball coaches’ association meets at the 
Hotel Astor. 

William A. Alexander. Georgia 
Tech’s famous coach, will lead the 
assault on the point. He has been 
evolving some freshly worded argu- 
ments against it. Whether anything 
will be accomplished is something 
else again. Some experts believe noth- 
ing will be done. They point out that 
there are no new objections against 
the extra-point plan, and that since 
the suggested change has been thumb- 
ed down so often before there is no 


real reason why it could be approved | 


this time. 

Even if the coaches should go on 
record opposing the point-after-touch- 
down, the change would not of neces- 
sity become official. The football 
rules committee, headed by E. K. Hall, 
would have to pass the legislation 
making the change official. Hall's 
committee will be out with its report 
sometime after the coaches meet. 

The point-after-touchdown is_ not, 
however, the only rule due for dis- 
cussion. The new rule nullifying to 
an extent the mistake of fumbling 
is not liked by many coaches. And 
the rules governing the shift will also 
be gone over. 

The best prediction in connection 
with rule discussions is that while 
there will be much talk, virtually no 
alterations will be put into the book. 


Dorais Proposes ‘ 


DETROIT, Dec. 25.—(#)—Charles 
1. Doraig, athletic director at the 
University of Detroit and member of 
the rules committee of the Football 
Coaches’. Association, believes that 
what football needs is a five-year 
period without rule changes. 

Discussing various changes in the 
rules which have been proposed for 
consideration at the coaches’ annual 
mecting at New York next week, 
Dorais said today that a period of 
stabilization would help the specta- 
tors to catch up with the game. He 
indicated he opposed elimination of the 
point after touchdown, widening the 
end zones and other proposed altera- 
tions. 

“This is no time for experiments,” 
Dorais said. “I believe we have struck 
the proper balance between offense 
and defense, and the game is good 
enough now to let alone.”

Genaro, at 20, is a vetéran of a 
full decade of ring activity during 
which he has met all of the leading 
flyweights and lots of bantamweights 
in this country anc gurope. Genaro 
may, or may not, have lost speed in 
recent years but the little New Yorker 
is as rugged as the little fellows come 
and he can hit as well. Wolgast, on 
the other hand, depends largely upon 
speed of foot and speed of punching 
for results and generally gets them. 

Wolgast probably will enter the ring 
an 8 to 5 or perhaps 2 to 1 favorite 
over the veteran New Yorker who has 
not fought in New York in more than 
three years. ‘ 

The mix-up in flyweight title claims 
originated when Fidel La Barba re- 
tired as undefeated champion in 1927. 
Genaro won B. A. approval ‘by 
capturing a tournament in Canada. 
Wolgast won a similar tournament 
here to gain recognition in New York 
and Pennsylvania.

In other 
words, the body of a person who dies 
immediately after.a chase stiffens 
almost immediately, whereas the body 
of a person who was inactive in the 
period immediately preceding death 
does not begin to stiffen until four 
or five hours have elapsed.

'culiar stiffness of the body of Morti- 
'son led me to apply the lactic acid

stiffening, of the body, supported by 


chemical analysis, thus led to the con- 
that the deceased was not 
shot while sitting quietly at his desk, 
but had been engaged in violent exer- 
cise such as running. 

“We are here concerned with two 
shots from two different weapons. In 
this connection two questions arise: 
which shot was fired first, and which 
shot was responsible for the death of 
the deceased? Comparison of the bul- 
lets shows that of the two shots, one 
through the jugular vein and one 
through the lung, only the lung-shot 


was fired from the pistol in evidence 


as that fired by Mrs. Everett. 
“Either shot might have proved fa- 


'tal—but the shot through the jugular 
| vein would bring death almost imme- 


diately. The shot through the lung 
on the other hand, while it might have 
been a mortal wound, would not cause 
immediate death, although it would 


certainly suspend any violent activity 
|on the part of the victim. After such 
'a shot, Mortison would certainly have 


been incapable of vigorous exercise. 
Yet the blood analysis shows that 
death occurred immediately after ex- 
treme physical activity. 

“That is the situation with which 
we are confronted. Those are the 
elements of the problem. It remains, 
not only to solve the problem, but to 


_solve‘t in such a way that any possi- 


ble alternative solutions are eliminat- 
ed. It is not enough to say what 
might have happened, but we must de- 
termine what actually did happen. 
“Let us consider first the hypothe- 
sis that Mrs. Everett first shot Mor- 
tison through the lung and that he 
was lat shot through the jugular 
vein by some person unknown. *We 
must then imagine that the victim, 
having been shot through the lung, 


later ran for a considerable distance, | 


returned to his desk, and there re- 
ceived the second and instantly fatal 
wound. Such Activity on his part, 
however, would be physically impos- 
sible.”

FIVE-DAY WEEK URGED. 
BY SENATOR ROBINSON 


® LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 25.~< 
(P)\—United States Senator | Joe T, 
Robinson, democratic leader, foresees 
the possibility of a five-day week for 
labor as a means of solving unemploye 
ment in the United States. 

In a statement issued on his return 
home for the holidays Senator Robin- 


» Son declare that the $116,000,006 


appropriated by congress for speed- 
ing up public works “appears inade- 
quate,” 

“Unemployment seems to be in- 
creasing rather than diminishing,” he 
said. “Many circumstances indicate 
that mere rary méasures would 
be insufficient although, of course, 
they must fifst be considered,” he 
continued, “The substitution of ma- 
chinery for hand labor is revolution- 
izing working conditions and throw- 
ing millions out of employment. To 
restore the equilibrium between the 
labor supply and the demand for la- 
borers the industries of the United 
States may find it necessary to re- 
sort to the five-day week. Manifest- 
ly it is difficult for this to be 
brought about during an economic 
crisis like the present.” 

“The establishment of reserves. for 
unemployment has been proposed. 

. « Such a reserve, however, can 
only be made available after the lapse 
of a considerable period and like the 
five-day proposal is of permanent, 
rather than temporary character. 

“Long-term advances to municipali- 
ties and states enable the carrying 
on®of necessary public wofks merits 
attention and may become the basis 
for substantial relief. There are, 
however, difficulties in the way of 
this which may prevent the necessary 
legislation. There are some signs of 
general business improvements but 
the recovery cannot be quickly made. 
Meantime every agency, both public 
and private, must co-operate whole 
heartedly to minimize the distress.” 

Senator Robinson said he believed 
“the voluntary funds available for 
Red Cross work must be supplement- 
ed by appropriations from the fed- 
eral and state treasuries” for adequate 
relief in drouth stricken states. 

“It has been difficult—almost im- 
possible—to bring to the conscious- 
ness of those in authority who do not 
reside in the territory most vitally af- 
fected the true situation,” he said. 
“It is constantly being represented 
in Washington that the Red Cross 
is taking care of all cases where citi- 
zens otherwise are unable to obtain 
the absolute necessities of life. My 
information obtained from various 
sources, is that in spite of the ef- 
forts of the Red Cross and other 
similar agencies, present arrange- 
ments for relief in extreme cases are 
inadequate.” 

The senate minority leader said he 
intended to “join with others in press- 
ing legislation authorizing long-time 
loans to the states for use in imme- 
diate construction of ‘farm to mar- 
ket’ roads.”
